Cruise line’s 
record on 


outbreaks 
blemished

As it shuts down its global operations for 
60 days, officials of Princess Cruises will no 
doubt have to examine why it has so far 
been the only major cruise line to contend 
with coronavirus outbreaks on board. 

The cruise line’s history of gastrointesti- 
nal illness, as tracked by the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, might hold 
some clues. 

Over the past decade, Princess Cruises 
has reported more outbreaks of gastroin- 
tenstinal illness — 26 — than any other 
cruise line that docks in the United States, 
according to CDC data. 

Most of the 122 outbreaks tracked since 
2010 were identified as norovirus, a fast- 
developing virus that causes vomiting and 
diarrhea and can be easily spread from per- 
son to person. But others include infections 
by rotovirus, e.coli bacteria, and enterotox- 
in, other pathogens that can cause stomach 
and intestinal distress.

NEW YORK — The U.S. lag in co- 
ronavirus testing is “a failing,” a top federal 
health official said Thursday, and public 
health experts say they still don’t have a 
good understanding of how widely the new 
virus has spread. 

The effort initially was hobbled by delays 
in getting testing kits out to public health 
labs, but the stumbles 
have continued, leading 
scientists to conclude 
that the virus has already 
spread far wider than 
government officials are 
reporting.

“We're basically, in my opinion, flying 
blind,’ Rep. Susie Lee, D-Nev., said. 

Large-scale testing is a crucial art of 
tracking the spread of infectious diseases 
and allocating resources for treatment. The 
lack of comprehensive figures means U.S. 
health providers could quickly be over- 
whelmed by undetected cases.
